With the loss of World War I, 
the empire crashed and was re- 
placed by the first “German Re- 
public’. We are told about that 
by the symbolizing illustrations 
on the stamps of the memorial 
edition in 1919-20, on occasion of 
the “First German National As- 
sembly”, 

Simultaneously the former Ger- 
man Kingdoms of Bavaria and 
Wurttemberg announced them- 
selves as “Volks und Freistaaten” 
(Democracies and Republics). The 
stamps of these countries were 
then printed “Volksstaat Bayern” 
and “Volksstaat Wurttemberg” 
after 1919. 

Soon Bavaria dropped its stamp 
issuing privilege and then used 
nothing but the stamps of the 
“Deutsches Reich”. So did Wurt- 
temberg, dropping its ‘“Dienst- 
Marken” (Office Stamps). Against 
it, as early as about 1902 Wurt- 
temberg abandoned production of 
regular postage stamps 

Tragedy and effects of the lost 
World War I could be seen in the 
total crash of German currency. 
So we also have a document of 
this time, not to be surpassed, in 
the stamps of the time of infla- 
tion, 


In a turbulent rush inflation 
hurried on so quickly even stamps 
couldn’t be printed in time to 
meet the ever-changing rates of 
the day. One overprinted was 
followed by the other: Hundred

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the postmasters at Azusa and 
Glendora must be prepaid at the 
rate of 6c per ounce or fraction

| ply purposes are not acceptable as 
first flight cover All covers 


should be accompanied by a let- 
ter authorizing the holding of the 
covers for the first flight and re- 
questing the application of the ca- 
chet. Space approximately 2% 
inches by 2% inches to the left 
on the address side of all covers 
is required for the cachet. 

Covers receiving cachets will be 
dispatched by helicopter to the 
Air Mail Field, Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, and will there be back- 
stamped and dispatched onward 
to destination, 


Ausirian PoD Heeds 
Collector Protests 


Because of the strenuous protest¢ 
of the philatelic press and organ- 
ized collectors of Austrian stamps 
in the United States, the Austrian 
Postal Administration has estab- 
lished the policy that it will no 
more produce private printings 
of postal stationery which have 
commemorative stamps imprinted 
thereon. 

In the future, such items, when 
printed, will bear a reproduction 
of a regular postage stamp or 
stamps. 

Also as a matter of policy, the 
Department 
refuse orders for such sta- 
stitution or organization not with 
in the borders of that country. 

The protests were the result of 
the speculative printing of an air 
letter and a sheet, both of which 
were heralded as UPU items. 
This, of course, was not so since 
the only connection either had 
with the anniversary celebration 
of the Universal Postal Union wag 
that the designs of Austria’s UPU 
stamps were used.

A Whatisit, An 
Unusual Cover 


A reader submits about the 
most unusual cover we have seen 
; in many years, in fact we have no 
recollection of ever having seen 
such a cover before and we want 
to describe it for you. 

It is a 2c Sesquicentennial 
Stamped envelope, Scott type 
U94. The envelope is a genuine 
one with proper watermark but 
someone has printed around the 
edge of the envelope the stand- 
ard red and blue slanting dashes 
characteristic of Air Mail Enve- 
lopes. 

This was done with the intent 











but to do so, sufficient postage 
in stamps had to be added to the 
envelope to make the air mail 
rate in effect at time of use. 

The question that arises in our 
mind is whether this is looked 
upon as a forgery or counterfeit. 
Perhaps some other designation 
would sound more proper, altho 
it certainly is an alteration of U.S.

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If you are reading this you are 
either a collector of stamps or cov- 
ers. All fields of philately may be 
found in these two categories. If 
you are a collector of United 
States stamps your dealer to 
whom you may eventually offer 
your collection for sale may tell 
you that it is an exact duplicate 
of hundreds of similar U. S. stamp 
collections. The only difference 
may be that your collection may 
or may not have the great rare 
items he is looking for in each 
album. 

If you are a general collector 
and are lucky enough to have a 
purse to match your buying eye, 
your collection at the end of ten 
years may look like Mr. Brown’s 
around the corner who started 
with you and whose purse enabled 
him to buy the same stamps you 
did from probably the same 
sources. 

The point is that if you collect 
like the next fellow your album 
will look like the next fellow’s. 
However when you get to look- 
ing around at the prize winners 
at a fairly large stamp exhibition 
you note that the winners have 
the gems that you should have 
since it is apparent the collector 
whose first prize ribbon shows up 
so nicely started when you did. 

Now why doesn’t your collec- 
tion have his gems? Well that is 
the purpose of this article, to wake 
up collectors! 

Think of all the stamp collect- 
ors who buy a single copy of a 
new U. S. commem, or a block 
or a plate block or a sheet. In this 
year of Anno Domini 1950, with 
the mass (and “mess”’) of new is- 
sues, I grant you such collectors 
will have to be on their toes to 
get all the new issues. 

I wonder if the printing presses 
will be able to keep up with all 
the new orders? And the first 
day cover collectors...if they get 
a copy of each different cachet 
that is sold they too will be busy 
for weeks to come. But at the 
end of the year their collection of 
covers as well as the stamp col- 
lectors will still have collections 
whose identical counterparts may 
be found in tens of scores of col- 
lections. 

Now what is the solution? Well 
look again at the exhibits that 
win the show prizes. How did the 
items displayed there differ from 
your collection? There are gems 
there and you agree but somebody 
had to make those gems. Either 
a dealer did so or the collector 
made them and that no one else 
has or can duplicate. And it isn’t 
always a question of money. 

As to stamps, singles, blocks 
etc. look alike. Why not try to 
make a collection of U. S. com- 
mems that show airport cancel- 
lations, army camps, steamship 
and paquebot cancellations right 
smack “on the nose” or in the 
center of a block. I assure you 
that as a judge I would consider 
such an exhibit better by far 
than the same old display of quan- 
tities of mint new issues. 

How many of you thought of 
making an envelope yourself out 
of a piece of paper in the manner 
of the type of 1847 letters and post 
them with a clipped copy of the 
5c or 10c Cipex stamp by them- 
selves just the way you see them 
in fancy frames. So you weren’t 
around in 1847 but somebody 
around 2047, your great grandson 
perhaps, would be proud to show 
your 1947 Cipex cover a la 1847. 

And that is the point of this 
whole article. Enjoy your hobby 
in your Own way but make your 
collection distinctive. Make the 
stamps, the covers, the album it- 
self show your influence now and 
to whomsoever your collections 





may come when you are no longer 
around to enjoy them. ; 
Don’t envy the fine rarities you 
see in the prize winning frames, 
make rarities yourself. There are 
opportunities every day and from 
every day’s newspaper.

Privately carried—but 
flown and pilot signed and other 
than such covers there would be 
no records philatelically of the 
historic ocean crossings. 

_ So you read of the B-29’s fly- 
ing around the world. All right I 
grant you the first news I had 
of it was when the planes were 
already in flight. But fast air- 
mail to an Alaska air base may 
catch them in time to carry a few 
covers for me on this last leg of 
their flight around the globe. 

Imagination can do anything, 
even make rarities for you at so 
slight a cost; 6c stamp to Alaska 
and a 6c stamp on a cover and you 
have a cover flown by a B-29 on 
its round the world flight. Sup- 
pose your mail does not reach a 
base in time or the planes skip 
the town you chose, so what? 
There will be more opportunities 
in tomorrow’s papers to make 
your own rarities of the future. 
Believe me Brother, when I hear 
of a rocket ship planning on its 
trial flight to Mars I am going to 
try to get my covers aboard for 
that flight! 

Editors Note: If you think items 
as suggested by Mr. Gordon in 
his article above are difficult to 
obtain, you should see his col- 
lections. While in his teen years 
he progressed through the usual 
stepping stones represented by a 
U. S. collection, later a general 
foreign, and then into the air- 
mail field with a vengeance. 

He has the happy knack of get- 
ting into a field which apparent- 
ly has not been discovered by his 
fellow collectors, and in which he 
generally has several years head 
start before others get wise. 

His foreign airmail collection of 
used stamps is practically com- 
plete, although he states the flood 
of issues in the past few years 
has placed quite a strain on his 
purse,

I have never been a coin collector. I have always said the 
only thing coins were good for was to spend and that is the way I 
have handled the coins. However I know there are a Jot of them 
and I am told that the number is increasing rapidly. I believe this 

to be true for various reasons, one of 
which is that there are more and better 
coin journals being published today. In 
fact one of them is a very splendid publi- 
cation called the Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine, published by Hewitt Brothers 
5450 N. Clark Street in Chicago, It 
shows every evidence of a healthy busi- 
ness in the coin field and carries an ad- 
vertising rate that is far above that in the 
stamp publications. We wonder’ what 
stamp dealers would do if they had to 
pay an advertising rate as high as this 
journal charges. Seems like stamp adver- 
tising is about the cheapest kind of adver- 
tising available. 


Coin collectors make the claim that 
coins are far more stable than 
especially U. S. coins. That is something 


we could not argue, Our thought has al- 
ways been that stamps are prettier, they 
are more easily obtained and housed and 
far cheaper to care for and have many 
other things about them that have always

appealed to me more than have the coins. 

However there is one thing about coins that I do 
that is that when special issues are produced they are not made in 


admire and 
such enormous quantities, thus the collector has a chance to buy 
and have hopes of some return on his collection in later years. 
Right now the Government has just finished minting a set of what 
are called proof coins for 1950, Proofs are the elite in any coin 
collection and command good prices in later years. The set for 
4950 consists of a 50c, a 25c, a 10c a 5e and a le piece. Total face 
only 9le but they are sold at the mint for $2.10 per set. Imagine 
‘af you can if stamps were sold at the Agency at over two and a 
jhalf times face, what a howl there would be from collectors, Any- 
how these are not ordinary coins, but specially minted proofs and 
there is a limited issue and they should increase rapidly. 

The Essay and Proof Society in the stamp world has made some 
representations to our government about issuing proofs of the United 
States stamps for sale to collectors. I believe it has been suggested 
that these proofs be issued in limited number and sold at a premium 
just as-coins are sold. Doubtless such a project would find much 
approval among a field of collectors who would go for them and 
ihe idea might not be a bad one at that. 

Another peculiar thing that I have noted when I wrote to the 
U. S. Mint at Philadelphia and inquired about these proof coins, 
was that I enclosed a stamped and addressed envelope for reply. 
The reply came promptly. I did not have to wait two or three 
wecks as one does if they write our Post Office Department about 
something. The reply came back quickly and the stamped and 
addressed envelope I sent them was returned. The reply came in 
a U. S. Treasury Department Franked Envelope by first class mail. 

So there you are, no wonder the Post Office is in the red. Every 
other branch of our Government sends its mail free and the P,.O.D. 
has to bear the burden. We even supply a stamped and addressed 
envelope for a reply and they return it and let the P.O.D. carry 
the expense of handling the letter. 

Now is that not a peculiar situation. If we write to the Phila- 
telic Agency and inquire about stamps for sale we have to supply 
a stamped and addressed envelope for reply and they sell stamps 
at face value, but if we want to buy some proof coins we write 
to the mint at Philadelphia, they are the people who make the 
money, yet they return the postage we sent for the reply to our 
letter and send the letter free and let the post office carry the burden 

Surely the Hoover Commission must have found this out and 
any bonehead congressman ought to be able to understand this 
situation. Why not give the P.O.D. a break and let them try to get 
on their feet. 

Also why not let the P.O.D. make proofs for collectors and 
sell at double or triple face, that would bring in a few more 
doliars for the poor P.O.D. anyhow. 


Siart With The Boy Scouts 


We as well as other publishers have often suggested that older 
collectors might help the Boy Scouts in their stamp collecting activi- 
ties. 

We now note that Mr. Wilbur F. Cannon of the APS has done 
something about these suggestions. The APS has just issued a 
letter to all its chapters suggesting and outlining plans for helping 
the scouts in the stamp collecting field. This is being done with 
the cooperation of the National Headquarters of the Boy Scouts 
of America. The idea is a splendid one. We hope that the APS 
chapters throughout the United States will take hold of this work 
and make it a Teal project. 

We might also suggest that there is plenty of room in other tow ns 
and cities where there is no APS chapter. Why not make this a 
project in your town or city. Look into the matter and see what 
you can personally do to further this movement. 

We are certain that the National Boy Scout Headquarters will 
cooperate with any collector anywhere who will devote some time 
and effort to this project.

Interesting Story Of 
Alexandria PM Stamp 


The June-July edition of the 
“International Stamp News” car- 
ried the story of one of those 
fabulous stamps about which col- 
lectors like to read. It appeared 
under the title, ““The Alexandria 
Provisional, United States, 1845 
Five Cents Black On Blue On 
Buff’. It reads as follows: 

On March 3, 1845 Congress es- 
tablished uniform rates of pos- 
tage at five and ten cents. How- 





ever, it was not until March 3, 
1847 that the manufacture and 
sale of United States postage 
stamps was provided for. In the 
two years interim, the postmas- 
ters of several cities issued 
stamps. 


The Postal system of the United 
States goes back to the colonial 
days of the seventeenth century. 


the time of the Revolution for the 
Continental Congress of 1775 to 
appoint Benjamin Franklin as 
Postmaster-General for the United 
Colonies. In the early days of the 
United States of America, the Post 
Office Department was a branch 
of the Treasury. By 1829 is was 
considered important enough to 
rate a full cabinet member, 

In the early 1800’s the rates of 
postage were very high. These 
were reduced in 1816 to six cents 
for distances up to thirty miles, 
and twenty-five cents for dis- 
tances over four hundred miles, 
for single sheet letters. These 
rates held until 1845 when they 
were standardized at five cents 
for distances up to three hundred 
miles and ten cents for over. 

Until all private posts were 
abolished, and the carrying of the 
mail made a government mon- 
opoly, many private companies 
and local posts carried on enter- 
prising and active postal systems. 
Several of these organizations im- 
mediately adopted the use of post- 
age stamps after the introduction 
ot the Penny-Black of 1840. Some 
of these private posts, or carriers, 
simply supplemented the govern- 
ment post offices by the collection 
and distribution of mail, while 
others operated independent 
routes over vast distances, 

With the standardizing of the 
rates of 1845, and the absence of 
a government supply of stamps, 
the postmasters of about a dozen 
cities attempted to fill the needs 
of the public by the issuance of 
their own stamps. These Post- 
master Provisionals’ were recog- 
nized only by the post office of 
issuance, and could not be used 
for pre-paid postage in another 
post office. Much of the origin 
and history of these interesting 
issues is still unknown. However 
they include some of the rarest 
stamps of the world. 

Alexandria, Virginia, was not 
the first city to issue its own 
stamps, nor the most important, 
But the Alexandria Provisional 
on blue paper is the rarest of all 
the Postmaster stamps. 

It was issued by David Bryan, 
who was the Postmaster from 1845 
to 1847. The design reflects the 
provisional nature of the stamp 
and though crudely produced and 
type set, it is quite attractive, 
circle of rosettes form a frame 
around the curved words ‘Alex- 
andria Post Office’ which encloses 
the prominent center wording 
‘Paid 5’. Two distinct settings 
have been discovered, one with 39 
rosettes and the other with 40. 
Probably both were set together 
as one unit and the stamps printed 
two at a time. 

Only seven copies of this stamp 
have ever come to light. Six of 
these are on buff paper, one on a 
bluish paper. Like almost all 
great rarities, these stamps were 
unknown to philatelic authorities 
for a considerable period after is- 
suance. Many early owners per- 
haps failed to save it because of

doubts as to it’s true nature. 

The first known example was 
discovered in the fall of 1872 by 
the prominent philatelist, the late 
John K. Tiffany, among his fami- 
ly’s correspondence. In 1879, the 
ever alert Baron von Ferrari man- 
aged to secure the second copy 
to be found. At the sale of his 
collection in 1922, this stamp real- 
ized about $7,500 and passed into 
the Lapham collection. 

The most famous discovery was 
made in 1907, when the only copy 
on bluish paper was found by a 
Mrs. Fawcett among the letters of 
her late mother, the former Janett 
Brown of Richmond. Janett, per- 
haps, had not been aware of the 
stamp on the folded letter which 
she carefully preserved through 
the years. For inside was a mes- 
sage of love from her future hus- 
band. 

When her daughter came on the 
bundle of old letters so carefully 
tied with ribbon, she noticed the 
odd stamp on one of the letters. 
Having heard that such things 
might have value, she contacted 
several stamp dealers and soon 
sold it for about $3,000. After 
changing hands many times at 
ever increasing prices, in 1921 it 
passed into the Caspary collec- 
tion, which already had two ex- 
amples of the stamp on buff paper. 

The original price of these seven 
stamps was only thirty-five cents. 
Despite the fact that they are lo- 
eals, rather than government is- 
sues, when they changed hands in 
the later part of the Jast century 
they brought an average of about 
five hundred dollars. Today the 
blue paper catalogs $15,000.00 and 
the buff paper examples $6,000.00 
each.

I’m probably just a_ little bit 
thick in the head about the mat- 
ter, but I certainly question the 
Treasury Department’s attitude 
}and thinking on the matter of the 
reproduction of United States 
stamp designs for illustrative pur- 
poses. 

My thoughts were turned to 
this policy again when I read that 
the Department was seizing all 
the stamps stocked by dealers of 
the Liberia CIPEX issue of 1947. 
Excuse for the seizure is that the 
Liberian stamps bear reproduc- 
tions of United States stamps. 

I am sure that all of us will 
support the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s efforts to prevent the coun- 
terfeiting of obligations of the 
United States in the form of 
stamps and mgney. The Depart- 
ment believes that if the use of 
pictures of stamps is restricted, 
it will make it more difficult to 
make a forgery or a counterfeit 
of a stamp. 


To me that is a laugh. Any 
counterfeiter with a tenth of a 


brain would know enough to go 
out and purchase a copy of the 


genuine stamp from which _ to 
make his plates. 
He certainly wouldn't use a 


picture of a stamp for his pur- 
pose if he expected to produce 
something that would get by. He 
| wouldn't, not with the original 
ifreely for sale in the post offices 
or the stamp stores of the nation.

April 1862, Porter was ordered to 
the bombardment of Forts Jack- 
son and St. Philip guarding the 
entrance of the Mississippi. After 
six days and nights of continuous 
shelling during which more than 
16,000 shells were fired, the forts 
were made helpless, and Farragut 
with his fleet went up the river 
to capture New Orleans. 

Porter performed the same task 
for Farragut at Vicksburg, en- 
abling to him advance further up 
the river. 

Both men distinguished them- 
selves further throughout the war, 
sometimes in cooperation and 
sometimes as individual com- 
manders, although in July of 1864 
Farragut had to withdraw because 
of ill health. At that time, Con- 
gress had created him a vice ad- 
miral. 

As further expression of the na- 
tion’s gratitude, Congress made 
him a full admiral in 1866. After 
an extensive cruise through Eur- 
opean waters, and a visit to Cali- 
fornia, Farragut died at Ports- 
mouth, N. H. in 1870. 

Porter cooperating with General 
Grant in the siege of Vicksburg 


thanked by Congress with the 
grade of rear admiral “for open- 
ing up the Mississippi.” 


After peace came, Porter was 
named superintendent of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis 


(1865-1869) and did much to raise 
the efficiency of that school. It 
was during that period that he 
was raised to the rank of vice 
admiral (1866). 

On the death of his step bro- 
ther, David Farragut, he was ad- 
vanced to the highest naval rank 
possible, that of admiral. His 
death occurred in Washington, D 
C., February 13, 1891. 

The two ships whose names ap- 
peared on the stamps were the 
flagships of each respectively. The 
Hartford was Farragut’s in the 
Gulf Blockade squadron, and took 
terrible punishment fighting its 
way up the Mississippi, while Por-

In 1808, he  was| 
adopted by Commodore Porter, | 
and in Decem@er 1810 ,entered 


naval service as a midshipman| 
He was assigned to Porter’s Essex | 
and was on that ship when it! 
made its famed cruise in the Pa- 
cific preying on English shipping 
during the War of 1812, 

When the British Cherub and 
Phoebe cornered the Essex in the 
harbor of Valparaiso, Chile, ignor- 
ing all established laws of neutral- 
ity to battle it, Farragut was 13 
years old and even at that age 
tought with distinction. 

Though bound by birth to the 
South, at the outbreak of the 
Civil War he left his home at Nor- 
folk, Virginia and moved to 
Hastings-on-Hudson offering his 
services to the federal govern- 
ment 

In the meanwhile. his step bro- 
ther, David Porier had joined 
the Navy and had served as an 
officer in various capacities. Due 
partly to Porter’s recommenda- 
tion, Farragut was placed in 
charge of the West Gulf Blockad- 
ing Squadron of 17 vessels, and a 
flotilla of 25 mortar vessels.
